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HAT scripture has left un- 
defined is hard to portray 
by human knowledge. 
However, the constant inquiry, 
coupled with the desire to know 
what constitutes the soul of man, 
seems to demand that an attempt be 
made to satisfy those who seek the truth 
of the Scriptures. 


TEXT: “And God formed man of 
the dust of the ground, and _ breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life; and 
wuan begame a living soul,” Gen. 2:7. 
The act of creation or formation of the 
physical body from the dust of the 
earth, must be thought of as simultan- 
cous with the act of the inbreathing of 
the breath of life. As a result of divine 
omnipotence “man became a living soul.” 
The inbreathing of Ruach Eloheim or 
the Spirit of God becomes by creative 
act the life of man. We are not to think 
that the atmosphere as breathed by man 
represents the breath of God; this is 
necessary for his physical sustenance in 
a material world, but man_ is possessed 
with a living spirit from God. “Dust 
thou art, and unto dust shalt thou re- 
turn” (Gen. 3:19) applies only unto the 
body as created or formed from such. 
There is, however, another disposition 
of the spirit of man at death, “then shall 
the ** spirit return unto the God who 
gave it” (Eccl. 12). God is accounted 
as the Father of spirits (Heb. 12:9). 


QUESTION 


The question is oftentimes asked, Is 
the spirit and the soul identical? The 
Hebrew word NEPHESH is used inter- 
changeably for both soul and spirit in 
the Old Testament; primarily it was 
used for and so translated as the breath 
of life, or lives. It is thought by most 
translators to be equal and _ identical 
with the meaning of the Greek word 
PSUCHA. That these words refer unto 
the “life principle” in man is of com- 
mon opinion. That this is correct in its 
entirety I am by no means qualified nor 
satisfied to accept. As the proper word 
for spirit in the Hebrew is RUACH 
which means to breathe or blow, the 
breathing of Ruach Eloheim into man’s 
nostrils produced not a living ruach but 
by forming a combination produced a 
living nephesh or soul. The Greek sages 
and philosophers held that man was 
composed of three parts, viz., spirit, 
soul and body. With this idea the Apos- 
tle Paul’s statements in 1 Thess. 5:23 
and Heb. 4:12 are in- accord. Whea 
therefore we have it from an inspired 
apostle that there are three component 
parts in the creature, we may not re- 
gard it lightly, whether we so under- 
stand it or not. 
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Like all other subjects of inspired ori- 
gin or description, there seems to be 
connected with this subject a progres- 
sive development, which has reached its 
climax in the New Testament writings 
under St. Paul. 

If man be composed of three parts; 
i. €., spirit, soul and body, then we have 
all reason to believe that the soul is the 
“intermediate” between the spirit and 
the body. The law of fact, which states 
that “that which is spirit is spirit,” and 
“that which is flesh is flesh,’ would 
seem to demand such a state and condi- 
tion that proper contact might be 
made between the spirit of man and the 
body in which it dwells, and is particu- 
larly flesh. I have made some deduc- 
tions concerning the soul which in some 
sense are particularly my own, though 
not at great variance with other writ- 
ers and scholars of note. This viewpoint 
I think to be substantiated by Holy 
Writ, as we will endeavor to show. 


SENSES AND EMOTIONS 


1. I am of the opinion that the soul 
though intermediate in itself, is the seat 
of emotions. 2. That the emotional na- 
ture of the soul is not confined to the 
spirit alone, but also manifests _ itself 
outward through the physical man, es- 
pecially through the senses. Through the 
emotions and senses of the soul, aided by 
the individual spirit of man, the crea- 
ture when renewed by the Holy Ghost 
has God consciousness and communion. 
When not renewed or aided by the Holy 
Spirit, his God-consciousness is but an 
appeal to conscience, which is a reflec- 
tion of the divine law upon man’s 
mind, which reflects the presence of the 
divine being and the accountability of 
man, 


Through the soulish senses as appiy- 
ing to the physical nature, man is self- 
conscious and has through his physical 
being outward and earthly communion 
with his fellow beings and other earthly 
contact such as are essential unto his 
usefulness and well being. These senses 
are defined as sight, hearing, touch or 
feeling, taste and smell. Though when 


drawn out there will be found to be 
several others belonging to the above 


classification in general. Through these 
senses all passion and emotion originate, 
both evil and good. The emotions of the 
soul and spirit originate in these senses 
and are traceable to both God and man. 
They are found as applying to both the 
soul and the spirit of man. These senses

when warped in their manifesta- 
tion of conduct and control of 
the human body or soul are by 
that act placed in rebellion and 
sin against God. 
DEATH OF THE SOUL 
Therefore, it is written, “The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die” (Ezek. 18:4). 
But how are we to think of a soul dy- 
ing, especially with reference to the 
spirit or spiritual application of it? We 
must conclude that sin, having brought 
death upon the whole material world, 
that the death of the soul refers unto 
the death of its senses and emotions 
which manifest themselves through the 
physical body. Otherwise we must de- 
duce that the death of the soul applies 
unto the religious inclination or nature 
of it; i. e., the senses and emotions that 
manifest themselves Godward. 
In my opinion both are 
When a soul which is spiritual or re- 
ligious commits sin it does by that act 
die out of God. On the other hand when 
the physical body dies those senses 
which manifest themselves through it 
are by the death of the body declared 
by the same act to be dead. With this 
view and this alone is it possible to re- 
concile the different scriptures relating 
to the soul and its changes. The soul is 
said to both live and to die, Gen, 12: 
13; Ps. 119:175; Ezek. 18:20. If the 
soul be the breath of Ruach Eloheim or 
Spirit of God, then it cannot die. How- 
ever, if it be the senses and emotions 
growing out of them, then with the 
death of the body those senses and emo- 
tions which render earthly and outward 
communication could die. We are 
warned in Matt. 10:28, “Fear not them 
which kill the body, but are not able to 
kill the soul: but rather fear him which 
is able to destroy both soul and body 
in hell.” If the soul referred to by 
Abram in Gen. 12:13, referred unto the 
spirit of him, man could not have 
killed it. If destruction of the soul men- 
tioned above, which is attributed unto 
God alone, then we must either con- 
clude that destruction means annihila- 
tion or we must conclude that death of 
a soul can refer only unto its earthly 
sphere and function. 
AFFECTIONS AND EMOTIONS 
I find that there are affections and 
emotions belonging unto the soul, which 
look outward and manifest themselves 
through the physical man and can be 
killed; and that a corresponding nature 
belongs to the spirit which is alive with 
and belongs to it after the death of the 
body. A righteous soul is mentioned in 
Proverbs 10:3 which is thirsty. This 
thirst is doubtless for spiritual things. 
As it is written, “My soul thirsteth fer

The Journal-Tribune reports that tens 
of thousands of Polish Jews are prepar- 
ing to return to Palestine.

Israel. The Assyrian and Babylonian captiv- 
ities, the barbarous cruelty of Antiochus 


Epiphanes, the Roman hatred and ban- 
ishment, the Spanish inquisition, and 
the persecution of Nicholas II are by no 
means the full tale of Israel’s woe. Even 
in times of comparative quiet the Jews 
have lived in constant terror of fresh 
outbreaks and thus the prophecy has 
been fulfilled to the letter. 
THE Jewish ANTI-SEMITISM 

The meaning of this word is “upris- 
ings and persecutions of the Jews,” and 
some have tried to make the world be- 
lieve that they were coming from the 
Protestant Christian forces, but I want 
to say that no true, blood-washed 
Christian will take any part in perse- 
cuting God’s people, the Jews. This may 
come from anti-religious forces and es- 
pecially from communism, but the peo- 
ple who are blessed of God thru Christ 
certainly will not take any part in per- 
secuting the descendants of Abraham, or 
God’s people, the Jews. 

Israel has frequently been subjected 
to unjust criticism and persecutions but 
it seems that God is using this as a 
means to break them loose from the 
Gentile nations and carry them back to 
their homeland. 

Lev. 26:19, “I will make your heav- 
ens iron and your earth brass.” The 
words are best explained in Deut. 11:17 
which states that the rainfall was to. be 
withholden: Palestine has been once a 
good land and a large one, a_ land 
flowing with milk and honey. Ex. 3:8. 
Its hills were terraced and abundantly 
fruitful. The terraces have fallen and 
the stone walls supporting them have 
been left in ruins and the hills have 
become barren during these many cen- 
turies of Israel’s chastisement. This was

because of the nation’s sins. There has 
been no latter rain upon them until re- 
cent years. 

Long ago Moses gave the warning to 
Israel and he said, “Your strength shall 
be spent in vain.” Lev. 26:20. These 
words are a vivid commentary on the la- 
bors and methods employed by the old 
oriental farmers, their crude methods of 
cultivation after their persecutions be- 
gan. The Arabs in this section even 
now are seen laboring under the old 
methods employed by the oriental far- 
mer. They furrow the land with a crude 
wooden plow. They scatter their seed in 
the primitive fashion. They drive oxen 
around the wind rows of their grain. 
They toss their wheat in the wind as 
in the days of Ruth. The task in grind- 
ing the daily supply of wheat between 
heavy mull stones is slow and difficult, 
Matt. 24:41. There is but one answer to 
these questions. God’s afflicting hand 
upon His people and the desolation of 
their land has been brought about by 
their sins, But in these days of God’s 
blessings and his return favors to this 
wonderful people, the latest methods of 
cultivation are being adopted. They now 
have railroad facilities in Palestine, 
showing positively that God’s favors are 
returning and their land will once more 
become a land of milk and honey. 

Martin B. Lindberg, in his little book 
“Palestine and the Jews,” gives us this 
account. “Ten women shall bake your 
bread in one oven, and they shall de- 
liver you your bread again by weight: 
and ye shall eat, and not be satisfied.” 
Thus the prophecy warning in Lev. 26: 
26, which Moses wrote 3,500 years

ago. Today one may 

see the sad aftermath of 

this predicted judgment 

upon the land of this people. 

If we visit the village oven in 
Palestine we shall find that not 
only ten women but the inhabitants 
of the entire village frequently have 


access to a single oven for baking their 

daily bread. Such conditions are fully ex- 

plained by the scarcity 

weeds, thorns, thistles, 

the common fuel as it was in Bible times. Matt. 30. 

The usual remuneration for the owner of the oven is 2 

portion of the bread which is frequently weighed rather 

than counted. This is practiced among the Arabs and the 

poorer class of people even to this day and thus the prophecy 
is fulfilled in detail.

It 
seems unreasonable to believe that the 
center of that compact city could be- 
come a plowed fieid, consequently they 
failed to heed the warning. One hun- 
dred fifty years later the Babylonians 
came and levelled the city to the ground. 
Locking toward the Mount of Olives on 
the left is the present site wall of the 
city of the temple area. 

After the division of the kingdom the 
northern tribes established their capital 
at Samaria. King Omri purchased a hill 
and called it Samaria and _ upon this 
commanding site built a beautiful city. 
Ahab’s wife, Jezebel, erected a temple 
to Baal upon the top of the hill and the 
idolatrous worship soon led to all man- 
ner of iniquity. Judgment was inevita- 
ble: The warning came thru Micah (1: 
6), by whom God said, “Therefore will I 
make Samaria a heap of the field.” To- 
day the site of that once proud city 1s 
only a heap and a place for planting 
Grape vines and olive trees now furnish 
a striking contrast to the double col- 
umns more than a mile in extent, The 
columns and the heaps of stone can be 
seen there today. God said, “I will pour 
down the stones thereof into the valley.” 
The present rude Arab village of Sebas- 
tia, on the north side of the hill has 
been built exactly where the Arabs 
found the fallen stones from the beau-

HIS is the second and last article 
on the above thesis. There are 
many theories advanced today that, it 
accepted as true, would reject the 
Christian religion. I will not have space 
in just two articles to convincingly re- 
fute the theories of the adversaries of 
Christianity but will only show why 
they are not logic or reasonable and that 
the Christian religion is the greater 
philosophy. Each proof is very concise 
but yet sufficient to prove its points to 
be false. The first anti-Christian theory 
of this article is 
NATURALISTIC 
When we say “evolution” many think 
it applies to the theory that believes man 
descended from a monkey or some lower 
animal. It (evolution itself) does not ne- 
cessarily mean that we descend from 
things as worms, serpents, monkeys, etc. 
Evolution itself is progress by slow de- 
grees or by mutations by means of resi- 
dent forces. So we know by this defini- 
tion that evolution alone is only _ pro- 
gress by slow degrees. The world is mak- 
ing advancement today in knowledge, in-

ventions, methods of living, etc., and 
this is evolution. 

But naturalistic evolution is some- 
what different from evolution _ itseit. 


This theory is the belief that all things 
have been brought to their present sta- 
tus by a series of progressive changes 
according to certain fixed laws and by 
means of resident forces. It also denies 
the existence of God. This theory, which 
is today the most active and dangerous 
foe of Christianity, is inadequate in 
many ways. First, it cannot account for 
origins—the origin of matter, force, life, 
intelligence, nor for the universal belief 
in God. Many infidel scientists say that 
the world, or earth, began as a small ob- 
ject but due to its rapid rotation has 
enlarged itself to its present size. I will 
ask now, in refutation to this theory, 
How did the small object come into 
existence? If they cannot answer, a 
point is made in favor of Christianity, 
which teaches origin and gives proof. If 
they answer that it began within itself, 
then they contradict science which says 
and proves that something cannot start 
from nothing; that water cannot rise 
higher than its source; that a greates 


cannot come from a lesser. On the other 
hand Christianity accounts for origin, 
and if accepted everything is easy w 
understand, if not, all is a conflict. 

This theory assumes that  spontan- 
eous generation and the transmutation 
of species (evolution of present existing 
things from lower forms; that an apple 
and an orange will reproduce) have oc- 
curred in the remote past, whereas no 
such phenomena have ever been  ob- 
served and verified. This is only specu- 
lation and has no proof. Furthermore 
science proves it to be false. One form 
of species cannot change into another, 
so there is no use to dwell on this point. 
It is easy to see its failure as a philoso- 
phy. 

THEIsTIC EVOLUTION 

This theory is different from natur 
ralistic evolution in that it believes in 
God and teaches that evolution is His 
method of working. I shall state some 
serious objections to the view known as 
theistic evolution. 

First, like naturalistic evolution, it 
gives no proof of spontaneous genera- 
tion. Of course this theory is false for 
life cannot be involved from non-life. 
Second, it gives no proof of transmuta- 
tion of species. Third, it is not taught -in 
the Bible. If they believe the Bible to 
be true in teaching there is a God, why 
not believe the doctrine of creation as 
taught in the Bible. Again, why is it not 
in evidence today? We do not find to- 
day beings or things evoluted _in this 
manner. Also, it leads to infidelity, 
therefore, a Christian should be cautious 
about putting himself into such com- 
pany. 

MonIsM 

This is a theory or philosophy that 
reduces everything to one substance. It 
is true that before the creation there was 
monism, God being the only existence; 
after the creation there was dualism— 
the universe tho made by Him, was 
something different from Him as to es- 
sence. 

AGNOSTICISM 

This theory declares that we do not 
and cannot know whether there is a God 
or not. In the first place, the agnostic 
surely does not know enough about the 
universe to deny the possibility of know- 
ing that there is a God. If he believes, 
which he does, that you cannot know 
that God exists, then he surely does not 
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try to find out if He does. If a person 
tells one that there is a God, he will not 
believe it nor will he try to find out 
whether there is or is not, therefore, 
since he knows so little about anything, 
why does he deny the possibility of the 
existence of God? 

Untrue to their name, they assume to 
know a great deal about the “inscruta- 
ble power” that controls the universe. 
If they know so much about it, how can 
it be “inscrutable”? They know too 
much about their unknowable God. 

THe DoctTRINE OF A FINITE Gop 

This doctrine holds that God, tho 
powerful and great, is finite (limited) 
in power and wisdom. The advocates of 
this theory think it helps best to ex- 
plain the presence of evil in the world, 
God being finite or limited could not 
prevent it. 

If God could create the earth, then 
He is able to do even more. If His 
power was limited, He would sometime 
sooner or later become exhausted in 
upholding so vast a universe, therefore, 
it would drop into catastrophic ruin. 
He might also blunder so often as to 
wreck the universe. If He could not 
prevent sin, how is He to overcome it? 
Is man to help Him overcome sin? How 
can man aid God in overcoming | sin 
when it was man who caused _ sin? 
Furthermore, many are indifferent and 
opposed to Him, thus they are more of 
a hindrance than an aid. Some may ask, 
“Then why did He permit evil?” 

In the first place I will say, It is not 
God’s fault that sin exists. God created 
man for His own glory and desired that 
man should serve Him. In so doing, He 
gave man choice of right or wrong. If 
God had not given man a choice, or 
had not made him a free mortal agent, 
then God would have been forcing man 
to serve Him by not allowing him to 
disobey. God did not make man for the 
purpose of forcing him to live for His 
glory; God had no need for that. He 
wanted man to serve Him within his 
own strength; for love and for His 
glory. Would it have been glory to God 
for Him to force man to serve Him? 
Why He doesn’t even do that now. 
This is the view that the cosmos is not 
a real universe, held together by some 
unifying force or principle, but is 
made up of disperate parts and essences. 
Its. basis is this: 

There are some eighty or ‘ninety pri- 
mary elements in the composition of 
the material world, and science fails to 
reduce them to one element. Oxygen. 
hydrogen, nitrogen, etc., remain intact 
in spite of all attempts to separate them 
and find a substance which is common 
to each primary element. All right, if

The Holy Spirit came into the worid 
to win the sinner and to minister to the 
saint. He (1) strives with men (Gen. 
6:3), (2) reproves of sin (John 16:7- 
11), (3) testifies of Christ (John 15: 
26; Acts 5:30-32), (4) exalts the Sav- 
ior (1 Cor. 12:3), (5) invites men to 
partake of the Water of Life (Rev. 22: 
17), and (6) brings about the new 
birth (John 3:5, 6, 8). 

He (7) bears witness to believers that 
they are children of God (Rom. 8:16), 
(8) seals them unto the day of redemp- 
tion (Eph. 1:13; 4:30), (9) helps 
them to put to death the deeds of the 
body (Rom. 8:13), and (10) sanctifies 
them (1 Cor. 6:11; 11 Thess. 2:13). 

He (11) makes us Christians wit- 
nesses of Christ (John 15:26, 27), (12% 
gives power for service (Acts 1:8), 
(13) inspires with holy boldness in pro- 
claiming God’s Word (Acts 4:31) 
(14) satisfies our spiritual thirst (John 
7:37-39), (15) bears spiritual fruit in 
our lives (Gal. 5:22), (16) comforts 
(John 14:16-18; Acts 9:31), (17) 
strengthens (Eph. 3:18), (18) dwells 
with and in us (John 14:17), and (19) 
abides with us forever (John 14:16). 

The Holy Spirit (20) gives access to 
God (Eph. 2:18), (21) helps us in 
prayer, teaching us how and for what to 
pray, making intercession for us (Rom. 
$:26, .27). 

He (22) becomes our teacher (John 


14:26; 1 John 2:27), (23) bringing 
Christ’s words to our remembrance 
(John 14:26), (24) guiding us into 


all truth (John 16: 13, 14; 1 John 2: 
27), (25) leading us and directing all 
our way (Rom. 8:14; Gal. 5:18; Acts 
8:29; 10:19, 20; 13: 2, 4; 16:6, 7). He 
(26) appoints us our task (Acts 20:28) 
and (27) bestows upon us such spiritual 
gifts as he sees fit (1 Cor. 12:4-13). 

The Spirit (28) makes known to us 
the marvelous blessings which are ours 
in Christ, (29) shows us the “deep 
things of God,” and (30) reveals to us 
something of the future glories prepared 
for them that love God (1 Cor. 2:9- 
14). 

The Spirit is in the world not to call 
attention to Himself, but rather to exalt 
Christ. He invites and draws men to 
Christ. He gives them power to live 
for Christ. He gives them joy in wit- 
nessing for Christ and uses them as in- 
struments for winning others to Christ. 
He recalls to their minds the words of 
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Christ. He draws them into sweet com- 
munion with Christ. It is no wonder 
that mature Christians talk much more 
about Jesus than they do about the 
Spirit who reveals Him and that their 
thoughts are continually occupied with 
Christ, the one altogether lovely. 

The carnal nature “lusteth against” 
(Gal. 5:17), resists (Acts 7:51), does 
despite unto (Heb. 10:29), vexes (Is. 
63:10), and blasphemes (Luke 12:10) 
the Holy Spirit. 

Christians are solemnly warned to 
“grieve not” and to “quench not” 
the Spirit (Eph. 4:30; I Thess. 5:19), 
but rather to “be filled with the Spirit,” 
(Eph. 5:18), to pray in the Spirit (Eph. 
6:18; Jude 1:20), and to walk in the 
Spirit (Gal. 5:16, 25). 

What a pity it is that so many accept 
so little of the free ministrations of the 
Holy Spirit. They let the Spirit lead 
them to receive Jesus as Savior, and 
then they fear to follow Him further. 
The Spirit would lead them to glorious 
victory over every sinful desire. But, no! 
They insist on holding on to some pet 
sin. The spirit would direct their every 
step. But, no! They wish to engineer 
their own lives to a certain extent. And 
the grieved Spirit steps aside and lets 
them hang on to their favorite sins ané 
walk in their own ways. And then they 
wonder why some Christians bear the 
beautiful fruit of peace, joy, and faith 
while their own lives are barren; why 
some Christians have continual answers 
to prayer while they do not; why some 
Christians testify to fellowship with 
Heaven which they have never experi- 
enced; why God uses some Christians so 
marvelously while their own weak at- 
tempts at service end only in dismal 
failures. 

Only yield your life absolutely to ev- 
ery leading of God’s Spirit and He wiil 
bring you into precious experiences 
which you would not miss for all this

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Paul’s “horn in the Flesh, “What? 


By RUFUS HULBURT 


2 Corinthians 12:7-10, “And lest I 
should be exalted above measure through 
the abundance of the revelations, there 
was given to me a thorn in the flesh, 
the messenger of Satan to buffet me, 
lest I should be exalted above measure. 
For this thing I besought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me. 
And he said unto me, My grace is sut- 
ficient for thee: for my strength 1s 
made perfect in weakness. Most gladly 
therefore will I rather glory in my tn- 
firmities, that the power of Christ may 
rest upon me. Therefore I take pleasure 
in infirmities, in reproaches, in necesst- 
ties, in persecutions, in distresses for 
Christ’s sake: for when I am weak, then 
am I strong.” 

It seems to us that this is one of the 
most important scriptures we have rela- 
tive to divine healing. More than that, 
we feel that a clear understanding of 
it is of utmost importance when so 
many are not clear on divine healing 
This scripture is perhaps used more than 
any other by those who oppose the 
teaching of divine healing and is mis- 
understood by many who teach it. 

Various theories have been advanced 
as to what “Paul’s thorn in the flesh” 
was. Some hold that it was opthalmia, a 
dreadful eye disease, prevalent in the 
East. Some believe that his eyes were 
injured by the light from heaven which 
he saw on the road to Damascus at the 
time he was saved. Some say it must 
have beer some bodily affliction of 
some sort since Paul said “in the 
flesh.” However, let us consider some of 
the words and phrases Paul uses. 

“Thorn in the flesh.” Each time this 
expression is used in the Bible it is used 
as an ILLUSTRATION. It is never 
used as a figure of sickness. Every time 
it is used it is specifically stated what 
“the thorn in the flesh was.” For in- 
stance, in Numbers 33:55, Moses speak- 
ing to the children of Israel said, “But 
if ye will not drive out the inhabitants 
of the land from before you; then it 
shall come to pass, that those which ye 
let remain of them shall be PRICKS in 
your eyes, and THORNS in your sides, 
and shall vex you in the land wherein 
ye dwell.” So then if we should say that 
Paul’s ailment was sickness or disease, 
because he said “in the flesh,” use the 
same argument here and it says “in your 
eyes” and “in your sides.” Furthermore, 
he says the Amalekites, so it would be 
that an Israelite would be going around 
with an Amalekite hanging out his eye 
and another Israelite with one hanging 


out of his side. However, the meaning 
is clear that if Israel let the Amalekites 
remain, they would be as annoying as 
pricks in the eyes or thorns in the sides 
would be. Eight years later Joshua, in 
the 23rd chapter, tells Israel again that 
if they fail to drive the nations out they 
will be scourges in your sides and 
THORNS in your eyes. The same mean- 
ing is here again, or in other words, per- 
secution. 

David in his last word says, “The 
sons of Belial shall be all of them as 
THORNS.” 


Without an exception, in all of these 
cases the thorns were persons. It is also 
stated in each of these cases what the 
thorn was, so Paul also states what HIS 
thorn was—‘the messenger (Gr, An- 
gelos) of Satan.” It is variously trans- 
lated “the angel of the devil,” ‘‘Satan’s 
angel,” etc, The word “angelos” occurs 
188 times in the Bible. 181 times it is 
translated ‘“‘angel” and the other seven 
times “messenger.” Every time without 
a single exception, a person and not a 
thing is meant. In Matt, 25:41, “Ever- 
lasting fire was prepared for the devil 
and his angels. Whether ‘‘angelos” is 
translated angel or messenger, it is al- 
ways a person and never a disease. 


Let us consider for a moment what it 
would mean if Paul’s ailment were « 
sickness or disease, that the Lord refused 
to heal. It would mean that there were 
those that it’ was not the Lord’s will to 
heal. No sick person would know wheth- 
er he was in the class that the Lord was 
willing to heal unless he had a direct 
revelation from the Lord. Likewise, if 
the elders were called in to pray for a 
sick person, they would have no way of 
knowing whether or not it was God’s 
will to heal the sick person unless they 
had a direct revelation from the Lord. 
In other words, we could not go to the 
Bible for a sure foundation for faith for 
healing. So we can readily see that the 
teaching and belief that Paul’s thorn in 
the flesh was sickness or disease does not 
harmonize with the rest of the scrip- 
ture. 


> 


Paul not only tells us that his “thorn’ 
was a messenger or angel from Satan, 
but he also tells us what he came to do 
—to buffet me. “Buffet” means blow 
after blow as when they buffeted 
Christ, Matt. 26:67. Accordingly Wey- 
mouth translates it, ‘“Satan’s angel 
dealing blow after blow.” So since buf- 
feting means blow after blow, if it re- 
ferred to sickness it would have to be 
sickness after sickness and that would 


mean healing between times. The Roth- 
erham translation uses the personal pro- 
noun “he, and Weymouth translates it, 
“As for this, three times I besought the 
Lord to be rid of ‘him’.” These two 
translations, using the personal pro- 
noun, are further proof that “Paul’s 
thorn in the flesh” was a Satanic per- 
son and not a disease, 

The following paragraph is from 
Evangelist F. F. Bosworth’s book “Christ 
the Healer,” to whom we feel deeply in- 
debted for many of the thoughts con- 
tained in this little article: 

Soon after Paul’s conversion, 

God said to Ananias, “J will show 

him how great things he must suf- 


fer for my name’s sake,” not by 
sickness, but by the persecutions 
that Paul enumerates in his buf- 


fetings.... Specifying the buffet- 

ings instigated by Satan’s angel, 

Paul goes on to say, “Therefore I 

take pleasure in infirmities, in re- 

proaches, in necessities, in persecu- 
tions, in distresses for Christ’s 
sake, for when I am weak then am 

I strong.” Paul first mentions in- 

firmities, for he realized, and every 

Christian should realize, his weak- 

ness and inability in his own 

strength to stand up against a Sa- 
tanic messenger, and to pass tri- 
umphantly through “reproaches, 
necessities, persecutions, distresses,” 
and all the other buffetings he else- 
where catalogs; and this is why he 
besought the Lord three times to be 
rid of “him” (the messenger), who 
was buffeting him so severely and 
in so many ways. Christ responded 
to his thrice repeated prayer, not 
by removing the Satanic messenger, 
but by saying, “My grace (which 
is for the inner man) is sufficient 
for thee; for my strength is made 
perfect in weakness.” When Paul 
saw that the grace of God was sut- 
ficient to strengthen. him to bear all 
these things, he exclaimed, “There- 
fore will I rather glory in my in- 
firmities (weaknesses) that the 
power of God may rest upon me 

...for when I am weak then am 

I strong.” 

How could it be true that Christ’s 
strength was made perfect in Paul’s 
weakness if he was left weak, or unless 
Paul was an actual partaker of Christ’s 
strength, which would remove the 
weakness, whether it was physical or 
spiritual? Without God’s strength being 
imparted to him, is a man _ powerful 
when he is weak? either physically or 
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spiritually? Paul saw that the grace ot 
God given him made his very _ buffet- 
ings, even his imprisonments, to werk 
together for his good and to turn our 
for the “furtherance of the gospel.” 
What servant of God has not learned, 
and probably more than once, that it is 
when he is most conscious of his own 
weakness that the power of Christ rests 
upon him most; or, that it is when 
he is consciously weakest in himself that 
he is the strongest because of depending, 
not on his own, but on divine strength. 

Paul is clear in teaching that it is the 
“Life of Jesus” which is made manifest 
in our mortal flesh” but it is nowhere 
stated in the scriptures that God gives 
GRACE to our BODIES. The very word 
“grace” shows that it was for the inner 
man which Paul says in his case was re- 
newed day by day. In other words, 
“grace” for spiritual infirmities, and not 
for “physical.” 

In the Old Testament the terms 
“pricks in your eyes and thorns in your 
sides,” referred to Canaanites as annoy- 
ing the Israelites, on the outside, not as 
causing any internal or bodily affliction 
to the Israelites. So Paul’s “thorn in the 
flesh” or the messenger from Satan was 
an outside annoyance causing much per- 
secution and trouble, for he was not in- 
side as Paul was not demon possessed. 
God’s grace has always been to help us 
bear our temptations and persecutions, 
but not our sins and sicknesses which 
Christ bore for us. He has always been 
ready to take away the internal or bod- 
ily oppressions of the devil as_ well as 
our sins. 

Jesus went about doing good and 
healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil for God was with Him. God tells 
us that “They that live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution;” but He 
has never said they shall remain sick. 
Paul probably got his expression “thorn 
in the flesh” from reading the Olid 
Testament, because he realized that his 
suffering and annoyance was the same 
nature as that expression referred to in 
the Old Testament. 

In speaking of the eye disease, op- 
thalmia, before in this article we will 
also say that it produces bodily weak- 
ness. This fact has led some of the mis- 
informed to believe still more that 
Paul’s “thorn” was opthalmia. But in 
connection with this let us consider | 
Corinthians 15:10, “And his GRACE 
which was bestowed upon me was not in 
vain but I labored more abundantly 
than they all: yet not I, but the grace of 
God that was with mé.” This scripture is 
further proof of what we have already 
stated that “grace” is for the inner man: 
for if physical- weakness makes one “‘la- 
bor abundantly” then let us all pray to 
be physically weak, because I want to

do more for the Lord, don’t you? Also 
in 2 Cor. 11:23 he says, “In labors more 
abundant.” So the evidence makes it 
quite clear that Paul was not physically 
weak. 

In enumerating his buffetings Paul 
mentions in our text “reproaches, ne- 
cessities, persecutions and distress.” Ir 
the sixth chapter he mentions “in af- 
flictions, in necessities, in distresses, in 
stripes, in imprisonments, in tumults, in 
labors, in watchings, in fastings, evil 
report, as dying and behold we live, as 
chastened and not killed, as sorrowful! 
yet always rejoicing, as poor yet mak- 
ing many rich, as having nothing and 
yet possessing all things.” And in the 
eleventh chapter “in labors more abun- 
dant, in stripes above measure, in pris- 
ons more frequent, in deaths oft, of 
the Jews five times received I forty 
stripes save one, thrice was I beaten with 
rods, once was I stoned, thrice I suf- 
fered shipwreck, a night and a day have 
I been in the deep. In journeyings often, 
in perils of waters, in perils of robbers, 
in perils by mine own countrymen, in 
perils by the heathen, in perils in the 
city, in perils in the wilderness, in perils 
in the sea, in perils among false breth- 
ren. In weariness, in painfulness, in 
watchings often, in hunger and thirst, 
in fastings often and cold and naked- 
ness.” 1 Cor. 4. Hungry, thirsty, naked, 
reviled, persecuted, defamed, made as 
the filth of this world, and _ the off- 
scouring of all unto this day. 

Who but Satan’s angel could be re- 
sponsible for all this? 

If Paul’s thorn was opthalmia or sore 
eyes, why does he not mention it in- 
stead of all the other things? And why 
does tradition leave out all these things 
that Paul does mention and substitute 
sore eyes or sickness? 

Acts 14:8-10, “And there sat a cer- 
tain main at Lystra, impotent in his feet, 
being a cripple from his mother’s womb, 
who never had walked: The same heard 
Paul speak: who steadfastly beholding 
him, and perceiving that he had faith to 
be healed, said with a loud voice: Stand 
upright upon thy feet. And he leaped 
and walked. If Paul had been afflicted 
with sore eyes this man who had never 
heard the gospel of Jesus before would 
hardly have gained faith for instantan- 
eous, miraculous healing by looking into 
those sore eyes. 

Acts 19:11, 12, “And God wrought 
special miracles by the hands of Pau 
so that from his body were brought un- 
to the sick handkerchiefs or aprons and 
the diseases departed from them, and 
the evil spirits went out of them. Like- 
wise here the Ephesians would hardly 
have gained faith for miraculous heal- 
ings had Paul been suffering from a 
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diseased body as so many believe. In our 
day if handkerchiefs were brought from 
a person suffering from opthalmia we 
would burn the handkerchiefs to keep 
from spreading the disease. Also, in 
Acts 28 we read of miraculous healings 
on the Island of Melita among people 
who had never heard the gospel before. 

Paul wrote 1 Corinthians in A. D. 59 
or a year before he wrote the second 
epistle. In the eleventh chapter, in writ- 
ing concerning those who eat and 
drink of the Lord’s supper unworthily, 
he says, “For this cause many are weak 
and sickly among you.” If Paul had 
been weak and sickly in body, or phy- 
sically, they could have written back 
and asked, ‘““Why then are you weak and 
sickly?” 

In Galatians 4:15-15 we read, “Ye 
know how through infirmities of the 
fiesh I preached the gospel unto you AT 
THE FIRST. And my temptation which 
was in my flesh ye despised not, nor re- 
jected; but received me as an angel of 
God, even as Christ Jesus. Where is 
then the blessedness ye spoke of for | 
bear you record that, if it had been 
possible ye would have plucked out your 
own eyes and have given them to me.” 

It will be remembered that it was on 
Paul’s first missionary journey up into 
Galatia that he was stoned and dragged 
out of the city like the carcass of a dead 
dog and left for dead. It would be hu- 
manly impossible for a person to go 
through such an ordeal without being 
marred and scarred and broken. So it is 
reasonable to suppose that his sight may 
have been impaired as he plainly _ says, 
AT THE FIRST. 

As to the theory that Paul’s eyesight 
was injured by the heavenly light on 
the Damascus road, it seems that that 
happened in A. D. 34. His second epistle 
to the Church at Corinth was written 
A. D. 60. In the beginning of the 
twelfth chapter he tells of the abun- 
dance of revelations which made it ne- 
cessary for the “thorn in the flesh” to 
be given. This he says took place above 
fourteen years before the writing of thc 
epistle. Fourteen years before would 
make it twelve years after Paul’s con- 
version so these facts would utterly re- 
fute this argument. Furthermore it 
would seem almost blasphemous to try 
to place the blame on the Lord when 
Paul says it was a messenger of Satan.

God did not send warnings of judg- 
ment to Judah and Israel alone but tu 
the Gentile cities also. Ezekiel prophesied 
against Tyre at the time of its great 
strength. In the 26th chapter of his 
prophecy he writes, “They shall make a 
spoil of thy riches and they shall breax 
down thy walls and destroy thy pleas- 
ant houses, they shall lay thy stones and 
thy timbers and thy dust in the midst 
of the water.” The pleasant house of 
this once proud and wealthy city has 
been destroyed and their great columns 
are lying in the water where they have 
been these 3,500 years, since the con- 
quest by Alexander the Great. Not only 
the stones and timbers, but the very dust 
of the city forms a causeway over which 
Alexander’s army marched to the is- 
lands to which the inhabitants of Tyre 
had moved to safety and defence. Today 
fishermen spread their nets upon the 
stones of ancient Tyre, in accordance 
with the word, “Ye shall be a place for 
the spreading of nets-in the midst of 
the sea, for I have spoken it, saith the 


Lord God. 


CHORAZIN, BETHSAIDA, AND CAPER- 
NAUM IN RUINS 
Our Lord exercised much of His 


ministry in the vicinity of Galilee, yet 
here as well as at Jerusalem His mes- 
sage was rejected, in spite of His con- 
stant and loving ministry. How stern 
and sad are the woes which a righteous 
Savior pronounced upon those cities of 
Galilee that rejected Him. Matt. 11:20, 
21. So complete were the destructions 
which followed that for hundreds of 
years the cities of Chorazin, Bethsaida 
and Capernaum have been uncertain. In 
recent years ruins at the north end of 
the Sea of Galilee have been identified as 
the probable sites of these cities. Exca- 
vators have revealed the ruins of Ca- 
pernaum where our Lord gave His mar- 
velous discourse concerning the bread of 
life. 

A WarNING To JEws AND GENTILES 

“Be not high minded but fear,” wrote 
Paul to the Gentiles. Rom. 11: 20, 21. 
“For if God spared not the natural 
branches,.take heed lest he spare not 
thee.” Were the Palestine cities more 
wicked than our cities today, and will 
God’s judgment upon the latter be less 
severe than upon the former. His warn- 
ings were specific and the fulfillments 
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exactly in order throughout the cen- 
turies, that men might know that the 
living God hath spoken and that judg- 
ment hath come at His hand. God’s 
judgment is always mixed with mercy. 
Cities against which no judgment was 
pronounced still rensain. Around the 
sea of Galilee are Tiberias, Magdala, the 
only cities of the region upon which no 
pronouncement of judgment was made. 
In other parts of the land Nazareth 
Shechem, Nablus, Bethany, Bethlehem, 
Hebron, Arimathaea, Joppa, Side, Haifa, 
still stand, for no prophecy of complete 
destruction was uttered against them. 

When we consider the wickedness of 
our own American cities, think of the 
nudist camps and the repeal of the 18th 
Amendment, with barrooms and places 
where intoxicating beers and liquors are 
sold on every corner, it seems that ail 
hope is lost and there is nothing left for 
those who love the Lord to do but to 
cing tenaciously to His Word. There 
has been a falling away and the denying 
of the faith by thousands of modernists, 
so it seems that God’s judgment is sur 
tocome on the Gentile nation and I be- 
lieve that it is near at hand. People ca::

thee,” Ps. 63:1. “My soul panteth after 
thee, O God,” Ps. 42:1; Ps. 119:131. It 
is through the senses and emotions be- 
longing to the spirit side of man, that 
such thirst or desire comes. In Prov. 27: 
7 we have a “foul soul,” one that is 
bound by sinful habits and appetites; 
here referred unto as a “hungry” soul 
unto which “every bitter thing is 
sweet.” Such emotions and desires com- 
pel the action of the senses which oper- 
ate through the fleshly man. This kind 
of a soul can die in its material state of 
desire, but cannot in its spiritual make 
up. It is a renewed and cleansed _ soul, 
otherwise it is a contaminated sinful 
and poisoned soul living in a wicked but 
spiritual relationship. 

To escape such conditions we are com- 
manded to set our “affections upon 
things above and not on things on the 
earth,” Col. 3:2. If the affections may 
be set upon earthly or heavenly things, 
then here is proof that these senses look 
both heavenward and earthward and so 
manifest themselves. In Ps. 69:10 we 
have a chastened and fasting soul. Can 
this be applied except unto the senses of 
the physical man? That there are senses 
and affections belonging to the natural 
and physical man, is certain. That these 
belong unto the soul is equally certain.

The pessimist sits and wails because 
weeds grow in his garden yet he does 
not bestir himself, hoe them up and cul- 
tivate the soil. 

But Christianity has no such errors, 
it is not one-sided, but is exactly ba!- 
anced. Yes, it is the greatest religion on 
earth. The opposing theories are not 
logical enough to accept them. [I still 
feel and know that Christianity  sui- 
passes and exceeds al! of its adversaries. 
Christians, le-’s be able to defend it. It 
means our future.
